Tarned Over to Governor Beaver by
the Board of Pardons

LOUGHREY WILL NOT BE RELEASED.

The Case of the Lapcaster Murderer Held
Under Advisement,

ALL THE NEWS PROM SEARBI TOWAS

IEPECIAL TELECEAM TO THE DISPATCR.Y
HaARRissURG, May 20.—The Roard of
Pardous was asked to-day to intercede in
scouring William H. Smith, the murderer,
a further respite of four months in order
that & commission might be appointed to
make s thorough examination into the
mental condition of this prisoner. 'William
Reardon, for Attorney McElroy, submitted
& number of papers in support of the ap-
plication. Among these was a letter signed
by Dre. C. C. Wylie and Samuel Ayres, in
which they state thst Smith’s erratic be-
havior excited in their mind a suspicion
that he might be in tbe incipient shate of
insanity. They were sure that he was not
dissembling, as he was o0 ignorant to feign
insanity or its early symptoms,

The letter continues; “He avows with
ondisguised sincerity that the spirit of his
deceased wife comes at night and holds con-
verse with him; that he knows her voiceand
talks to her, ete, This may be but the super-
stition of one ignorent person. At the same
time it is eloselv aliied to hallueinations of
eound, iudisputable evidence of mental de-
rangement.”

PRESUMPTIVE EVIDENCE.

The physicians remind the Board of Par-
dons “that a homicide, of which this man
was guiity, coupied with theattempt at suicide,
isa greater presumptive evidenocoe of insanity,
than if such act had not heen accompamed by
an attempt at sell-destruction. We have mo
desire to deleat the ends of justice nor to ob-
struct a legal process, We merely s that
itmay be 1n tbhe interest of humanity if this
man e respited a [ew months in order o
observe whether or not the above symptoms
will develon into pronounced insanity. An affi-
davit was read from Charles Howard, a colored
friend of the prisoner, employed as a waiter in
Wheeling, who states that Smith talked to
himself, walked about in a dazed condition and
dispiayed unusual jealonsy vn account of his
wile, and spent all his earnings on ber.

N Dorente, of Piusburg, in a letter,
statad tha: when the last respite wae read to
Snsith, it seemed 10 be incomprehensible to the
prisoner. By direction of Lhe Board of Par-
dous the following was written on the envelope
containing the papers in the interest of Bmith:
*“This application being only fur a respite, is a
matier exclusively for the Governor to whom
these mjmrn should be presentod instead of
the Board ot Pardons,”

In the case of Willinm Loughrey, of Alle-
£beny, sentenced to the workhouose for & vear,
o letter from Judge Slasle was submitted, in
which be says the evidence beard at the trial
{uﬂiﬂﬂl the sentence that had been imposed,

ut difforent statements bad been made since
as to Longhrey's guilt, and that “if the detend-
nut has presented facts which justily clemency,
1 have no reason to object.”

A NUMBER OF PETITIONERS.

Colonel Frank Eshelman. of Lancaster, pre-
sented petitions signed by 8,000 peonle of Lan-
caster county, asking for the esmmutation of
the death penalty to imprisonment for life of
Juhn W. Rody, under sentence of death for
the wurder of his father. The jurors who con-
victed him also asked for the Imvorable con-
sldoration of the application. The District
Attorney of the county, in a letter, protested
against exrcutive interference, as the prisoner
hina a fair trial.  As to o large number of peti-
tioners for executive clemenoy he said they
were eltherapgainst the jufliction of capital
punisbment or wanted Rudy put on the same
platform with J. H. Jacobs, whose death sen.
tence was recentily commuted. As to the
jurors thelr sympathy bad gotthe better of
Shewr judgment,

E. A. Moutooth asked for the pardon of
Wiilinm Bmink. of Allegheny, who was sen.
tenced to the workbouse fur ten months lor
hlﬁ'm' and perjury.

‘ilimm Ieardun had a bearing in the case
of Charles Hannon, of Allegbeny, convicted of
murder in the second degrew, postponed wutil
the next mesting of the board.  Dr, Birehfleld,
of Pittsborg, represented John Shrod, of Alle-
gheny, convicted of larceny and receiviug
ptolen goods, and sentenced Lo two years and a
hall ju the ponitentiary.

A MINISTER'S PLEA.

In the case of Abram Duzzard, the noterious
Lanecaster county outlaw, a number of letters
wore Bubnitted toshow the innogence of the
prisoner. A Methoaist minister charged that
the woman on whose testimony Buzzard was
maiply conwicted had sworn falsely to screen
her lover, J. 1. Jacobs, the marderer, whose
death sentence was recenily commuted. In the
same lotter it was alleged that Jacobs had ad-
witted to the commission of the erime of which
Bozzard was convieted.  In other lotters it was
clagued tupt the prisoner had thoroughly re-
formod his life

Atn subsequent meeting the board recom.-
moended the pardon of John HShrod, of
Allegveny, and Franklin D, Richter, of
Fravklin conuty. Parlon recommendations
were rofused 1n the following cases: Abram
Buszard, Lancaster; Willlam Loughrey,
Allegleny, and Edward C, Loveland, seulanced
o two years apd four months to the Western
